But for a motorcycle accident last Aug. 8 in Central Saanich, a 
27-year-old eastern Canadian man would not have been sen¬ 
tenced this week in Victoria county court to a total of seven 
years in prison. 

Juan David Santos Anthony Maximilian Rodriguez was 
sentenced by Judge M. L. Drake after being convicted following 
trial on a two-count charge of possession of heroin Aug. 8 and 
Sept. 17 last year for the purpose of trafficking. 

Driver Anthony Jacobs, 27, of Vancouver, was killed and. 
Rodriguez suffered a permanent leg injury when their motor¬ 
cycle went out of control Aug. 8 in Central Saanich. 

While investigating the accident, police checked two 
motorcycle helmets and found each contained a balloon and the 
two balloons contained a total of 49 capsules of heroin. 

Investigators replaced the 49 capsules with one of heroin and 
48 filled with flour. Rodriguez was released from hospital in 
mid-September and claimed the helmets Sept. 17. He was 
followed by police to a residence on Admirals. 

It was raided the same day and the two balloons were found in 
a hiding place, the 49 capsules still inside 

Drake imposed two seven-year terms to run at the same time 
after prosecutor Michael Hutchison said evidence indicated 
rodriguez was a courier bringing heroin from the B.C. Mainland 
rather than an addict supporting his habit bv trafficking. 

He also said a pre-sentence report showed Rodriguez had been 
linked in Montreal with groups opposing Canadian law.

They have accused CLRA of 
dragging out negotions, in the 
hope that a substandard last- 
minute offer might be ac¬ 
cepted.

Next month’s scheduled 
public inquiry by the 
provincial government on 
Inner Harbor development 
will never take place, and the 
government will purchase the 
Reid Centre property 

Mayor Peter Pollen 
casually dropped this double- 
barrelled “prognostication”, 
as he called it, at his regular 
news conference this week. 

“That’s just a feeling,” he 
told reporters. , 

Pollen deflected further 
questions as to what grounds 
he had for making such a 
prediction, indicating he had 
heard nothing from the 
provincial authorities since 
last week’s imposition of 
development controls along 
the Wharf Street waterfront. 

“I just don’t think a public 
hearing would lead 
anywhere,” he said. 

“We (city council) have 
already been through 
agonizing months of for¬ 
mulating a reasonably 
comprehensive plan for the 
Inner Harbor. 

“We have accomplished a 
great deal as far as the 
acquisition of foreshore for 
public use. To regurgitate all 
this at a public hearing ... I 
just don’t think the provincial 
government intends to go 
through with it.” 

The mayor said he wants to 
arrange a meeting with 
Resources Minister Bob 


Williams to discuss the 
possibility that the govern¬ 
ment might still purchase the 
Reid Site. 

While he is at it, he said, and 
to test whether Williams and 
his cabinet colleagues "are as 
interested in the Inner Harbor 
as they say they are,” he also 
intends to raise several other 
matters concerning harbor- 
area planning and develop¬ 
ment: 


— Removal of the oil 
storage tanks on the 
provincially-owned Son ghees 
industrial reserve and the 
“apparent lack of planning” 
in that area. 

— Relocation of the Black 
Ball ferry terminal, which 
also stands on land leased 
from the government. 

— The government’s failure 
to conclude negotiations for 
purchasing the Marathon

Mail strike hits city 


Victoria postmen walked off 
the job Thursday afternoon 
joining a coast-to-coast work 
stoppage in protest against 
methods of automation and 
the introduction of the new 
computerized postal coding 
system. (See story on page 4.) 

The strikes in mid-contract 
were sparked by the 
suspension of Montreal post 
office workers last week when 
they arrived at work wearing 


T-shirts bearing anti-postal 
code slogans. 

Montreal workers struck in 
protest against the suspen¬ 
sion, and the unrest spread 
across the country, with 
employees refusing to work or 
working to rule. 

The Montreal dispute was 
apparently the catalyst, 
setting off a general fight 
against automation, with the 
Canadian Union of Postal 


Workers estimating that 2,000 
jobs will be lost when the 
system is totally automated. 

The union is also opposed to 
a new classification of mail 
sorter — the operators of new 
machines — who are getting 
70 cents an hour less than 
manual sorters. 

"This category was put in 
when we were in negotiations, 
and didn’t have a contract,” 
Victoria postal workers' 


spokesman Stan Darlington 
said Thursday. "We want 
jurisdiction, and we don’t 
want our people forced to 
move into these lower 
categories when Victoria 
turns over to the machines in 
1977.” 

He said the issue is job 
security. "We have only 
security for the duration of

He said the only way to 
change that situation is to 
reform Canada’s trade union 
movement, particularly at the 
Canadian Labor Congress 
level. 

He presented a seven-point 
plan for change, which he said 
should be started at the CLC 
convention in Vancouver in 
May. 

The internal structure of the 
labor movement needs to be 
straightened out, he said, by 
getting to grips with the issue 
of Canadian autonomy.

There should be fewer, 
bigger unions—a union with 
fewer than 25,000 members 
has neither the resources nor 
the staff to do an adequate job.

The inclusion of the Laurel 
Point development in Pollen’s 
list of priorities for discussion 
appeared inconsistent with his 
assertion earlier in the news 
conference that he believes 
the project will receive 
provincial support. 

City council favors the 
proposal, which is now 
progressing toward a public 
hearing and, apparently, 
toward a land-use contract. 

But provincial approval is 
needed for the replotting of 
boundary lines under which 
street closures are ac¬ 
complished and land equities 
exchanged. And there havf 
been consistent indications 
that the government may 
move to squash the 
development, by withholding 
such approval. 

On the civil servant parking 
aspect, Pollen said the 
government appears to be 
placing such faith in the 
popularity of its beefed-up 
transit system that it is 
providing virtually no parking 
facilities for any of its 
proposed new office buildings, 
including the eight-storey 
building for 1,500 employees to 
be constructed on the site of 
Pandora Ave. headquarters 
being vacated by B.C. Hydro. 

“It seems you either use the 
buses or you walk,” he 
remarked. 

Pollen said the provincial 
government so far has shown 
little interest in the city’s 
suggestion that Memorial 
Arena parking lot be decked 
over to provide a massive 
parking facility for civil 
servants. 



Rub-a-dub-dub, 
the street 
Ben will scrub 


Ben Duckworth will be 
scrubbing Finlayson Street 
this weekend, erasing artwork 
which earned him a trip to the 
city police station. 

It’s the latest — and most 
colorful round — in the 
Finlayson traffic tussle which 
has seen barricades go up and 
come down. Both moves in¬ 
furiated different factions. 

Duckworth, of 1109 
Finlayson, presented his 
views in white painted letters 
five feet high. His message: 
“85 per cent say NO.” 

He was just finishing up 
when a police cruiser l»ve 
into view. Off he went with the 
constable and there was talk 
of a charge of "public 
mischief." 

The deal now is if he scrubs 


away the message, there will 
be no charge laid. 

“At least I got the message 
through,” commented Duck¬ 
worth, after his short visit at 
the police station. 

"It’s about time city council 
started listening to the 
residents of the street,” he 
said, explaining that a petition 
circulated by John Van 
den Boomen, 112 Finlayson, 
had provided the background 
data for his street signs. 

“Eighty-five per cent of us 
want the street to stay closed. 
The other petitions were 
signed by people who don’t 
even live in the area.” 

Duckworth, said all he was 
trying to say, “was what the 
people say on this street and 
it’s a pretty big no.” 


"There has to be a turn¬ 
around in thinking 
somewhere." 

"We are concerned that 
homes and people do come 
first. Pressures on council 
have come from other people 
not residents on this street. 

“It's legitimate. We want it 
closed and I got myself into 
trouble telling people — they 
even confiscated my paint and 
brush." 

Council in the meantime, 
after a blast by Mayor Pollen, 
has instructed traffic engineer 
David Campbell to present 
recommendations for an over¬ 
all policy on Finlayson. 

And the public works 
department is considering 
paint removing tactics.

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Just when a fellow gets around to thinking that maybe we 
can have world peace, after all, some darn fool on one or the 
other side makes an announcement that shatters the dream. 

This time it’s one Dr. Nicol Ozeretsky, a Soviet psychiatrist 
who recently took a long look at our western, capitalist way of 
life and went home muttering about cowboy pictures. Dr. 
Ozeretsky, it seems, had exposed himself to a horse opera in a 
Toronto cinema and didn’t think much of it. 

“This movie did not touch me emotionally," he told a 
Pravda interviewer. “Everybody in the picture seemed to be 
shouting, shooting, yelling and singing at the same time. The 
plot lacked purpose. The main characters were obviously trivial 
people and they were concerned with personal and unimportant 
matters. Such a picture would have absolutely no appeal for a 
Russian audience." 

So once more we’re reminded of that awful chasm between 
our world and theirs, and the doctrine of peaceful co-existence 
seems a hollow hope.

Cowboy movies' simplicity 

could hold key to world peace 


tures are sure as shootin’ never going to agree on more cosmic 
matters. A man incapable of understanding the motivations of 
the hero in a western is naturally a man to be viewed with 
suspicion for he’s a man with a different set of values. 

Fortunately, I don’t take anything that psychiatrists say too 
seriously and I nourish the hope that Ivan, himself, given the 
opportunity, might be a fan of the horse opera. 

I was going to say that things might have been different if 
Dr. Ozeretsky had been accompanied by an interpreter, but he 
would need more than that. He would need a student of the 
cowboy movie and, hurling modesty aside, I’ve no hesitation in 
nominating myself 

It is an acquired taste and I have acquired it. So I could have 
told Dr. Ozeretsky that what he referred to as “shouting, 
shooting, yelling and singing” is, in fact, an art form as rigid as 
opera, as stylized as the sabre dance. From the opening scene 
(long shot, lone rider seen approaching through the sage brush) 
it is all predictable choreography. 


The Chase, the First Fight, the Second Fight, the Un¬ 
masking of the Bad Guy, the Discovery of the Hidden Mine — 
these are all merely variations on a theme. 

Getting the Drop on the Other Guy, for example, is pure 
terpsichore. Any alert child knows that when The Hero breaks 
into the hideout cabin and gets the drop on the bad guys there’ll 
just naturally be one bad buy who will sneak up from behind and 
get the drop on him. Anything else would be unthinkable. In fact 
there wouldn't be any picture. 

The whole pavanne is executed in an almost austere 
manner A considerable number of violent deaths may be ex¬ 
pected, but everyone succumbs cleanly and swiftly. Hero and 
villain are cast for easy recognition just as checkers are 
painted in contrasting colors. The whole shebang is an exercise 
in discipline. 

Dr. Ozeretsky is farthest off base when he assumes that 
these are trivial people concerned with personal and unim¬ 
portant matters. They are concerned with right and wrong, good 


and evil. The approach may be dissimilar to that of Tolstoy od 
Chekhov. The message is the same. 

The cowboy fable endures for this reason. As characters 
they may lack verisimilitude. But their deeds are as solidly 
moralistic as any character in Aesop. 

The one-dimensional hero demonstrates the triumph of 
wholesomeness, dignity, honesty, even abstinence. The card¬ 
board villain demonstrates the inevitable defeat of double 
dealing, avarice, booze and being unkind to your mother. We do 
not cheer the hard-riding hero. We cheer his purity of spirit. 

Personally, I don’t think these values are much different on 
the steppes of Russia than they are in the foothills of Alberta or 
Montana. A small boy from Moscow, with or without an in-, 
terpreter, would have just as much an understanding of the 
invincibility of the cowboy hero as the small boy in Moose Jaw. 

And—who knows?— perhaps if we had a little of that 
cowboy movie simplicity in our international affairs we might 
all find the hidden mine of world peace. 


Drury hears 
demands 

of firemen 


Federal firefighters across 
Canada made their own 
proposal to the Treasury 
Board Thursday while their 
union — the Public Service 
Alliance of Canada — was 
preparing to take ratification 
votes on a tentative wage 
settlement. 

With commercial flights 
halted from coast to coast, 
because airport firemen 
refused to work, the 
firefighters were still in 
dispute with their own union, 
adamant in their refusal to 
consider the latest proposal. 

The Treasury Board has 
offered to raise wages to 
$12,030 during the term of a 
contract due to expire in June, 
1976. 

“We want an immediate 
increase to that amount, along 
with another $500 before the 
end of the year, with an 18- 
month contract," said Don 
D th e, firelighters’ 
spokesman in Vancouver. 

- Hesaid the counter proposal 
had come after a telephone 
conference with firemen from 
all airports. 

"Some of the firemen back 
east are not out because of 
their own discontent but 
simply to show solidarity with 
out position. They are backing 
us up on this thing, and 
somewhere along the line 
something has to give.” 

The proposal followed an 
informal meeting in Victoria 
between ministry of transport 
and defence department 
firemen, and Treasury Board 
president M. Drury. 


Drury emerged from that 
meeting saying little other 
than that he would not con¬ 
done illegal acts. 

The firemen, who are 
responsible for emergency 
services at federal airports 
and defence department 
property, have defied court 
orders and the PSAC to 
continue their study sessions. 

Montreal was the last 
airport to lose the services of 
emergency workers Thursday 
afternoon. 

It was expected that Halifax 
would be one airport opening 
on a restricted basis by 
Friday. 

However, even those air¬ 
ports which were open during 
daylight hours were handling 
only small planes such as DC 
9s while Toronto was limited 
to only very small aircraft. 

Talking to reporters after 
hi^jveetmg with the (iremeo, 
Drury pointed out that 
ratification votes are under 
way under the union. 

If the settlement is ratified, 
he said, the firemen will be 
expected back to work. 

He refused to speculate on 
possible action if west coast 
firemen did not return in spite 
of an overall acceptance of the 
package. 

If the proposal is turned 
down, he said, the dispute 
would go to arbitration, a 
course that the firemen have 
said they would welcome. 

The men have also said they 
would go back to work upon 
the appointment of an ar¬ 
bitrator.

Postmaster General Andre 
Ouellet has been meeting with 
union representatives since 
that time in an effort to solve 
the dispute, but reaction from 
the postmen has continued to 
escalate. 


TAX DEADLINE 
STILL APRIL 30 

The deadline for filing federal income tax returns is April 
30, but the taxation branch has no plans to extend the deadline 
because of the threatened postal strike. 

A spokesman for the Victoria taxation centre said the 
branch has no contingency plan in the event of a postal strike. 
The last time the mail was halted across Canada, the taxation 
branch sent tax refunds by air freight. 

Government sources said that if a decision is made later to 
give taxpayers more time because of the postal strike, it 
wouldn’t be made until after the present deadline. 

Approximately four million of the more than 10 million 
individual income tax returns expected this year still are to be 
received. 

The department reported early this week it has received 6.2 
million tax returns, processed almost four million of them and 
approved $650.7 million in refunds on 3.6 million tax returns so 
far.

Suddenly, Victoria’s

The Old Crystal Garden, 
where Mayor Peter Pollen 
claims he can hear the faint 
splashes of ghostly swim¬ 
mers, is awaking from its long 
sleep to a steady stream of 
callers. 

They’re experts of various 
kinds—structural engineers, 
realtors, shrewd-eyed 
developers—and they’re in¬ 
terested in basically one- 


thing. What are the chances of 
bringing the old lady back to 
life? 

To date, the front runners 
appears to be the provincial 
government’s bureau of 
transit, which is anxious to 
acquire the property from the 
city for development of a 
downtown trarisit centre. 

But the city administration 
is reluctant to see the stylish 
old structure given over en¬ 
tirely to such a mundane use 
as a bus depot, and Pollen 
says development proposals 
from the private sector will be 
considered. 


A restaurant-cum-theatre, 
recreation centre or con¬ 
ference facility would be 
among the desirable uses, the 
mayor says. One en¬ 
trepreneur now having a 
consulting engineer study the 
Crystal has a rather different 
idea in mind. He’d like to 
restore its watery role, in the 
form of a dolphin pool. 

Meanwhile, when all the 
experts have departed for the 
day, those ghostly swimmers 
and revellers continue to have 
a ball, down amongst the 
potted palms. 


The Hospital Employees' 
Union is totally irresponsible 
and its raiding tactics at two 
Victoria hospitals are in¬ 
defensible, says the Victoria 
Labor Council. 

The council formally con¬ 
demned the union, in the wake 
of its application to the Labor 
Relations Board for the right 
to represent workers in Mount 
Tolmie and Glengarry 
hospitals. 

The workers are presently 
part of the Canadian Union of 
Public Employees, Local 1311, 
along with workers at San¬ 
dringham and Glenwarren 
hospitals in Victoria and 
Simon Fraser at Prince 
George. 

B.C. Government Em¬ 
ployees’ Union secretary- 
treasurer John Fryer told the 
council HEU is a “totally 
irresponsible union.’’ 

“They had a problem with 
their parent body — CUPE — 
over a dues structure and 
broke away from them, and 
I now in turn they are trying to 
f devour the parent.” said 
Fryer. 

The resolution condemning 
HEU pointed out that the 
private hospital workers had 
first organized themselves, 
and asked to be part of HEU 
and were turned down by that 
organization. 

They were later accepted by 
CUPE, and backed solidly by 
that union and the labor 
movement, through the three- 
year strike of Sandringham 
workers fighting for a first 
contract. 

“This is an embarrassing 
issue to discuss in public,” 
said labor council secretary- 
treasurer Larry Ryan. 


“When we have so many 
unorganized people in the 
province (60 per cent of the 
labor force is unorganized), 
all the action seems to be in 
the organized sector through 
raiding. 

“HEU secretary-manager 
R. S. McCready has frankly 
admitted to this irresponsible 
conduct. Some of the prin¬ 
ciples he has expounded would 
lead to anarchy in the labor 
movement.” 

IWA delegate Jack Groves 
said HEU had threatened to 
take action against one of its 
own union members for 
helping the Sandringham 
hospital strikers. 

"Now they are trying to 
split that local up,” he said. 
“If they are successful in 
taking these two hospitals 
away, it would jeopardise the 
position of the other three 
hospitals. 

“It seems,” he added, "that 
they are getting an awful lot of 
support from the ad¬ 
ministrative and supervisory 
staff in this raid, and I think 
there should be a word of 
advice to those people to keep 
their noses out of union 
business and attend to the 
running of the hospital.” 

A suggestion that picket 
lines should be established at 
local hospitals where there 
are HEU members was 
referred to the executive for 
study. 

* “1 am hoping very much 
that moral suasion may 
perhaps make HEU back off,” 
said council secretary John 
Schibli. "If they hear our 
message loud and clear 
enough I think they will 
change things.”

Respect was bought a week 
after Brown rescued two 
couples when the fishing 
troller Janola capsized off 
Beechey Head March 13, 1971. 
She was partially paid for by 
Brown, the rest of the ap¬ 
proximate $5,000 price tag 
being raised by public 
donations and a $500 con¬ 
tribution from the provincial 
government. 

Brown, who has since sold 
the Beecher Bay Marina, went 
out in a storm in a 12-foot 
wooden dinghy, pulling Mr. 


and Mrs. Walter Wick and Mr. 
and Mrs. John Parris from the 
seas. Mrs. Wick and Parris, 
however, died of exposure. 

Angry at the lack of a rescue 
boat in the vicinity — a 
popular area with sport 
fishermen — Brown borrowed 
money from his brother, 
George, ordered the boat, then 
went on a campaign to raise 
the rest of the money needed 
to pay for it 

When he sold the marina he 
took the boat with him.

by more than 100 people, 
claims he had no right to with¬

OTTAWA — Prime Minister 
Pierre Trudeau has returned 
from a week-long vacation in 
the Caribbean to face Com¬ 
mons criticism over 
widespread labor unrest in¬ 
volving postal employees and 
'airport firefighters. 

Firefighters at Toronto and 
Montreal International Air¬ 
ports walked off the job 
Thursday as strikes spread 
eastward. The airport firemen 
want regional parity with 
municipal firefighters instead 
of a nationwide contract. 
Virtually all commercial 
flights have been grounded 
and severe restrictions are 
being enforced at six other 
major airports. 

Firemen at both Montreal 
and Toronto called study 
sessions in response to the 
Federal Treasury board’s 
refusal to raise its wage offer. 
The Ministry of Transport 
banned all flights in and out of 
Toronto by aircraft weighing 
more than 25,000 pounds — 
virtually all commercial 
airliners. As a result. Air 
Canada cancelled more than 
100 flights. 

Air Canada officials met 
with MoT executives in 
Toronto to see if an 
emergency system could be 
set up involving the use of 
smaller jets such as the DC9. 

Other cities affected by the 
walkout include Halifax, 
Fredericton, Winnipeg, Ed¬ 
monton, Vancouver and 
Victoria. 

The Treasury Board has 
offered to shorten the contract 
from 26 months to 18 but has 
stood firm on its wage offer of 
a 31.3 per cent wage hike. 

That would give the 
firefighters an annual salary 
of about $12,000 by October, 
1975. 

The postal situation 
remained confused at week's 
end with work stoppages in 45 
cities involving everything 
from wildcat strikes to work- 
to-rule campaigns. 

Postmaster-Generul An<%* 
Ouellet met with represen¬ 
tatives of the Postal Workers 
Union to try to find a solution 
to the dispute that began in 
Montreal last week. Talks 
collapsed earlier this week 
when Ouellet refused to 
discuss automation, which has 
now become the central issue 
in the dispute. 

By walking out, postal 
workers are breaking a 
contract that runs until the 
end of the year. 

However, Toronto union 
spokesman Lou Murphy said 
the issue was larger than a 
single contract. 

“This present contract says 


Trudeau 

that we have job security for 
all those employees that were 
employed prior to the signing 
of the last contract,” Murphy 
said. “But that’s not very good 
job security when you're 
having X number of people 
continuing to come in who 
haven’t got the same job 
security and haven’t got the 
same provisions in the con¬ 
tract. We're concerned if that 
group becomes the greater 
group, our jobs are in 
jeopardy." 

“We’ve never been opposed 
to automation,” Murphy 
added. “We’re not opposed to 
the postal code. We’re only 
asking people to boycott using 
the postal code until the 
question of automation is 
settled.” 

Murphy said the 5,000 
Toronto workers who handle 
48 per cent of Canada's mail 
do not intend to set up picket 
lines. They are reporting to 
the main sorting centre but 
are not working. Only about 
five per cent of the normal 
volume was handled Thur¬ 
sday. 

^'rtwieau^n^Brqb'hUe. had a 
rmigfi l rid*in*tne commons 
from opposition members, 
who objected to him taking a 
six-day rest in the Caribbean 
at a time when inflation is at a 
record level and labor 
disputes are threatening to 
paralyze the country. 

There was renewed 
speculation in Ottawa of an 
election. New Democratic 
Party leader David Lewis, on 
whom Trudeau’s minority 
Liberal government has had 
to rely to retain power, said he 
would be willing to support the 
Conservatives if they were 
able to form a minority 
government.

Daniel Ellsberg’s 
psychiatrist; Gordon 
Strachan, former aide to H. R. 
Haldeman, and another un¬ 
named attorney. 

Similar investigations are 
under way in California on 
possible misconduct by for¬ 
mer domestic affairs chief 
John Ehrlichman; Herbert 
Kalmbach, Nixon’s former 
personal attorney and fund 
raiser, and Donald Segretti,

WASHINGTON - US. 
federal energy chief William 
Simon has succeeded George 
Shultz as treasury secretary, 
pending senate approval. 

President Nixon announced 
the move this week in what 
observers believe is a bid by 
the president to reclaim some 
of the broad economic powers 
he had granted to Shultz. 

Nixon also promoted John 
Sawhill, Simon's top deputy, 
to federal energy ad¬ 
ministrator with instructions 
to press ahead with the effort 
to make the U.S. self- 
sufficient in energy by 1980. 


Simon and Sawhill will 
assume their new duties when 
the senate confirms Simon's 
appointment. Shultz, last 
remaining member of Nixon’s 
original cabinet, will then 
depart for private life. 

Shultz’s post as assistant to 
the president for economic 
affairs will remain vacant for 
the time being. 

Deputy White House Press 
Secretary Gerald Warren said 
Nixon “will assume an ex¬ 
panded role in co-ordination of 
economic policy himself.” He 
said Nixon will become 
chairman of the Council on 
Economic Policy, a position 
formerly held by Shultz, and

Stans took the witness stand 
and swore that he kept 
Vesco’s cash contribution 
quiet because “privacy was 
his constitutional right under 
the law.’’ 

Stans, former secretary of 
commerce, said there was no 
payoff or return favors in¬ 
volved. Vesco’s right to 
privacy "was behind the 
whole thing.’’ 

The contribution was made 
three days after a new 
campaign law went into effect 
in the U.S. requiring all 
contributions be made public. 
Stans and Mitchell are 
charged with perjury, con¬ 
spiracy and obstruction of 
justice in an alleged attempt 
to impede a Securities and 
Exchange Commission in¬ 
vestigation of Vesco, who is 
now a fugitive. The 
prosecution contends Mitchell 
and Stans tried to stop the 
SEC probe in return for the 
$200,000 contribution.

Mortgage 
rates rise 

OTTAWA—Mortgage rates 
have risen to 11 per cent on the 
heels of a one per cent rise this 
week in the Bank of Canada’s 
discount rate. 

However, house builders 
and lenders do not expect any 
significant drop in demand for 
mortgages, which have gone 
up about two per cent in the 
past year. Potential house 
buyers are expected to pay the 
higher rates because they fear 
the price of homes will con¬ 
tinue to climb. 

In the Commons, Eldon 
Wolliams, Conservative MP 
for Calgary North, said he 
expects rates for first mort¬ 
gages to increase to 12 per 
cent, rising to 16 per cent for 
second mortgages.

Stirling, along with Kerry 
Joy. in charge of nature in¬ 
terpretation, have seen the 
provincial parks program 
grow by leaps and bounds to 
become a major educational 
project. 

In 1958 when former 
parksmen York Edwards, 
now assistant director of the 
Provincial Museum, and Ted 
Underhill, head of the bran¬ 
ch’s display section, initiated 
the program only a few 
thousand people availed 
themselves of the nature 
studies in parks. 

Last year, 280,000 people 
participated in the program. 
This summer the figure is 
expected to exceed 300,000. 

Joy explained that the 
growing interest in nature is 
because unspoilt wilderness 
areas are fast disappearing in 
many parts of the province. 
“When something becomes 
rare, it becomes precious.” he 
said.

“We have never made a 
survey, but we know there is 
plenty of spin-off,” he said. 
“More and more people are 
becoming aware that if you 
trample down beautiful alpine 
meadows, you more or less 
destroy them for ever. So they 
stick to the trail. It would take 
1,000 years for nature to 
restore a sensitive alpine 
area. 

Joy and Stirling said this 
summer the parks branch will 
employ a staff of 50 
naturalists to conduct nature 
educational studies in 30 parks 
across the province. 

Major nature programs are 
held in four parks, Miracle 
near Campbell River; 
Shuwswap Lake, Mount 
Robson and Bowron Lake. 

These four parks have 
nature houses with displays of 
natural history, plus 
programs of nature walks and 
talks and slide shows. 

Each of these park areas 
have their own special at¬ 
traction — Miracle, beach and 
coastal forest; MANNING, 
ALPINE MEADOWS AND 
HIKING: Mount Robosn, a 
large variety of mammals; 
Bowron, abundant wildlife 
and canoeing. 

In other areas, such as 
Coldstream Park, the 
program includes nature 
walks and talks. The courses 
are not as extensive. 

Starting in June, Gold- 
stream will have three 
naturalists — Freeman King. 
Jennifer Beckett and Kelly 
Allies. At present a nature 
program is being conducted in 
the park in co-operation with 
Greater Victoria School 
Board. 

“The main aim of the 
program is to help epople to 
get the maximum of pleasure 
in their holiday time in 
parks,” said Stirling.

WASHINGTON - Con¬ 
tinued inflation of more than 
10 per cent will face U.S.

Drury trying to explain 
soaring cost of housing 


The high cost of housing is 
not caused by “rapacious 
mortgage lenders.” Treasury 
Board President C. M. Drury 
told Victoria Chamber of 
Commerce this week. 

In a brief speech, Drury, 61, 
said the cause of the cost of 
housing was deeper than some 
persons — such as members 
of the New Democratic Party 
who consider mortgage 
lenders responsible for the 
high cost — believe. 


Drury said the “explosive 
urban growth ... of many of 
our large centres” and the 
“use of real estate as a' hedge 
against inflation” were behind 
the high cost. 

He did not state any new 
policies to curtail the cost. 

Drury also defended 
government spending by 
saying it is usually a “result of 
demand for services.” 

The federal government 


spends about half of all 
governmental expenditures, 
Drury said, and he pointed out 
it makes large payments to 
provincial and municipal 
governments as well as to 
individuals. 

He defended equalization 
payments to the provinces by 
saying they allow all to be in a 
“position to provide a high 
level of government ser¬ 
vices.”

A general election in July— 
that’s the prediction of 
veteran NDP-er Tommy 
Douglas. 

The diminutive but peppery 
MP has reiterated NDP 
leader David Lewis' pledge 
that unless the Liberals ac¬ 
cede to reforms advocated by 
the New Democrats the days 
of the present minority 
government are numbered. 

Douglas warned that the 
NDP could not go on asking 
for anti-inflationary reforms 
and continue being ignored by 
the Grits. His parly would 
have to withdraw its support— 
and soon. 

“We re not fooling . . . your 
credibility won’t stand if you 
keep making empty threats.” 

Douglas said the “crunch” 
would come before the end of 
May at the latest, when either 
an “opposition day” or budget 
presentation would give the 
NDP an opportunity to sup¬ 
port Robert Standfield and his 
Tories against the Liberals. 

If the government was in 
fact defeated in May, a 
general election would nor¬ 
mally follow eight weeks 
later, in July, he said. 

Douglas was back on 


Vancouver Island during 
Parliament’s Easter recess 
and was interviewed while 
doing a brisk day’s politicking 
in the Sooke area ac¬ 
companied by Esquimau 
MLA Jim Gorst. 

Sitting down with reporters 
at a Colwood cafe, Douglas 
explained the reforms the 
NDP wants from the Liberal 
minority government: 

—Selective price controls on 
Canadian produced com¬ 
modities. 

—Tax on excess profits. 

—An end to corporate “tax 
rip-offs." 

—Removal of the 11 per cent 
federal sales tax on wholesale 
building materials. 

—Reduced interest, rates 
(down to 6 per cent) for 
homeowners. 

Douglas launched into a 
swinging attack on the “ex¬ 
cess” and inflationary profits 
made by big corporations and 
cited the 86 per cent profit 
apparently made last year by 
“Garfield Weston’s big em¬ 
pire of 133 companies” which 
he termed a “complete in¬ 
tegrated operation.” 

“Siphoning" off such huge 
profits, he said, would be one 


way to check rampant in¬ 
flation: “If they know you are 
going to take that excess 
profit away from them—let 
them take their normal profit, 
take away the excess profit- 
then they’re not going to have 
the same incentive to be 
pushing prices up.” 

As for Barrett’s pledge to 
remove the 5 per cent 
provincial tax on building 
materials if the federal 
government lifted its 11 per 
cent one, Douglas com¬ 
mented: “1 hope he (Barrett) 
will do it any way, whether the 
federal government does it or 
not.” 

Douglas said that last year 
the Liberals had done what 
the NDP had required them to 
do in the field of old age 
pensions, family allowances 
and income tax^cuts. 

This year they’d made none 
of the moves that the NDP had 
urged. 

“We think the significant 
thing is that last year the 
things they did they could do 
without stepping on the toes of 
their corporate friends. This 
year if they are going to be 
doing these things, they are 
going to make some of their 
friends mad at them."

Teamsters' strike settled 


“It is always painful to 
sentence young persons to 
imprisonment,” Judge 
William Ostler said this week 
in Victoria provincial court of 
a serious narcotics case in¬ 
volving a 17-year-old Victoria 
girl and a 27-year-old View 
Itoyal man 

But, he said, the B.C Appeal 
Court “has over and over 
again directed lower-court 
judges” to consider 
deterrence is the main factor 
in sentences for such charges. 

So he sentenced Marianne 
Ixirraine Hyciek, 311 Simcoe, 
to three months in jail 
followed by 18 months’ 


probation. and Bussell 
Thomas Weston, 5 Jedburgh, 
to six months imprisonment 
and one year’s probation. 

The two pleaded guilty 
March 29 to a joint charge of 
trafficking in marijuana 
March 9 at 311 Simcoe when 
an ounce of marijuana was 
sold for $15 to.an RCMP un¬ 
dercover agent. Miss Hyciek 
also admitted possession of 
marijuana at the same time 
for the purpose of trafficking. 

Ostler said the B.C. high 
court had ruled imprisonment 
was mandatory in such cases 
unless there were “unusual 
circumstances.”

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He noted the two had no - 
previous records. Miss Hyciek 
was helping a third person sell 
the drug and made no profit, 
and Weston only “fetched" 
the ounce. 

But these circumstances 
were not unusual enough and 
Ostler added the two "were in 
this together . . . (they) had 
equal knowledge.” He said 
Weston’s term was longer 
because of his age and “ex¬ 
perience in the community" 
and both sentences were 
“very modest." 

Ostler made clear in the case 
of two Sooke area youths, 
John Ernest Planes and David 
I^eonard Sudlow, both 17, that 
fines are not the usual sen¬ 
tence for freak-ins. 

He said he was imposing 
nominal fines in their case “so 
the boys will pay the fines. I 
would very much hope their 
parents will not pay." 

Planes and Sudlow pleaded 
guilty March 26 to a joint 
charge of a March 11 break-in 
at a service station at 6872 
Sooke, where two new tires, a 
battery, cans of oil and frozen 
foods were taken. Each was 
fined $100, given three months 
to pay and put on probation for 
six months. 

Duncan Taylor, 21, of 948 
Esquimalt, a recent arrival 
from England who stole food 
and luxury items that he 
wanted but couldn’t afford, 
was sentenced by Ostler to one 


month in jail. He had admitted 
two break-ins and a 
shoplifting where items 
worth $850 were taken. Two of 
the victimized homeowners 
were Esquimalt policeman. 


Lawrence Clarence Parsons, 
23, of Clearwater, B.C., was 
sentenced by Ostler to five 
months jail followed by six 
months' probation. Parsons 
admitted attempting to steal 
items April 2 from a car in the 
Yates Street carpark and had 
a record of 13 convictions for 
theft and other offences in the 
past five years. 


A higher-court trial was 
ordered by Ostler after a 
preliminary hearing of a 
charge against Donald Wayne 
Vodden, 31. of 2916 Pickford, 
of criminal negligence 
causing death. The charge 
followed a fatal traffic ac¬ 
cident last Nov. 25 at Trans- 
Canada and Skeena in 
Saanich. 

Traffic court set a record for 
this year Wednesday when 
fines totalling $3,700 were 
levied by Judge E. F. N. 
Robinson against 10 persons 
who admitted impaired 
driving. The total was coin¬ 
cidence rather than a driving 
crackdown — the offences 
occurred on six separate dates 
between April 4 and 16 in 
Victoria, Saanich and 
Col wood.

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The deserted monastery 

Echoing emptiness where Poor Ciares once served 



Only a white curtain slightly askew in a 
window indicates to public gaze that the Poor 
Clares have left their monastery on Haultain 
Street. 

Behind the facade of the building there are 
rows of empty bedrooms, formerly called 
cells, an empty chapel, kitchen and refectory, 
hallways that no longer echo to the nuns* 
footsteps, and workrooms where vestments 
and altar cloths are no longer laundered and 
ironed, where communion wafers are no 
longer made. 

When the sisters moved to their new home 
near Duncan last fall, they left behind a lot of 
memories. But they took their chores and 
their prayers with them. 


One of the nuns. Sister Catherine, 
remembers the setting of the monastery 60 
years ago. It was surrounded by open fields, 
she remembers, but now it is in the midst of a 
residential area. 

Inside is evidence of the former cloistered 
life the; contemplative nuns used to lead. 

There is a grille in the chapel behind which 
the sequestered nuns used to sing for Our 
Lady of Lourdes Church, which was then a 
part of the same building. 

"It was a very wistful experience to hear 
them behind that screen and to know that we 
would probably never see them," recently 
•recalled Mrs. Mona Macgillivray, who has 
been a member of the church, now St. 
Patrick’s, since she was a child. 

Standing in the chapel, she pointed to 
another grille in the wall up near the ceiling. 

‘‘That opens out of the infirmary,” she 
said, "so Uial sisters who were sick could 
hear the services." 


• 

There were sisters who were allowed to 
meet the public. They were called extern 
sisters and they were segregated from the 
cloistered nuns. This meant providing two 
separate housing areas. 

The two areas were separated by a wall, 
and on either side of this wall there are two 
separate stairways from top to bottom of the 
building. Special skylights were installed to 
light the stairways. 

Communication with the cloistered sisters 
was through wickets, called “turns.” They 
were fitted with small barrels from which 
some staves had been removed. It was thus 
possible to exchange articles through the 
turns without visual contact. 

This all changed about 10 years ago. The 


nuns still lead contemplative lives of prayer, 
and they still make communion wafers and 
take orders for printing. 

But it’s a different life from the one that 
was set up when four Poor Clares came to 
Victoria from New Orleans on Oct. 19, 1911. 

They lived in a house while the monastery 
on Haultain was being built. The first mass 
was celebrated in the extern chapel on Dec. 8, 
1912, and two days later the sisters moved in. 

The extern chapel served as Our Lady of 
Lourdes Church until St. Patrick's was built 
next door in 1960 and became the parish 
church. 

Behind the monastery are the spacious 
cloistered grounds with shade trees, garden, 
shrubs and lawn now showing the lack of 
cultivation. 

Behind the high walls are walkways and 
garden grottos, now empty of their statues 
and candles, where formerly the nuns 
meditated and prayed. 


Towering over one of the grottos is an air 
raid siren, itself an object of the past. In¬ 
stalled during the Second World War, it is still 
operable but, in the tide of changing times, it 
could be termed a relic. 

Over the years the building has been 
altered and improved, but now it is too big 
and too old. There are bedrooms for 26 nuns, 
about a dozen too many. 

In September, 1972, St. Patrick’s parish 
bought the property from the Poor Clares for 
$75,000. It includes the monastery and one 
house on eight lots. 

The future of the historic building is in 
doubt. Last fall the parish bulletin noted that 
“unless a practical use for the Poor Clare 
monastery building can be found by mid- 
November, the building will have to be 
demolished.” 

Last week the parish priest, Rev. Joseph 
Jackson, said there had been no decision yet. 

• 

He pointed out that it would cost thousands 
of dollars to alter the building to conform to 
plumbing, heating and electrical 
requirements of today, and it would C06t a lot 
just to keep up the grounds. 

Meanwhile, in front of the monastery, the 
statue of St. Francis stands guard. He looks 
sad, as if remembering the young girl the 
statue’s donor wanted to remember, *the 
young girl who died before she could join the 
Poor Clares those many years ago. 

Perhaps that wistful look is a reflection on 
the swift, relentless passage of time.

significant facts’’ 16ft out of a 
recent Express story about a 
move by the U.S. broad¬ 
casting industry. 

The story said the U.S. 
National Association of 
Broadcasters planned to ask 
the U.S. state department to 
inform Ottawa of broadcaster 
unhappiness over Canadian 
Radio-TV Commission rules 
allowing program and 
commercial substitution. 

When the same program 
is being shown on a Canadian 
channel and one in the U.S., 
the Canadian signal can be 
seen on both channels on 
Canadian cable systems. 

That’s program sub¬ 
stitution, a common oc¬ 
currence in Victoria. Com¬ 
mercial substitution is un¬ 
common here and to date has 
been restricted to cable 
systems licensed by the CRTC 
only recently. 

The Express story said 
the matter could wind up in 
international courts and the 
local viewer might eventually 
suffer. 

Peters said one fact left out 
of the story was that Channels 
6 and 8 “have been un¬ 
ceremoniously bopted off 
most of the cable systems in 
Washington state” after 
complaints that Canadian 
signals on U.S. cable systems 
were unfair competition. 

“As a net result,” said 
Peters, “most of the cable 
systems in Washington state 
have been advised by the FCC 
(Federal Communications 
Commission) that they cannot 
carry CHEK or CHAN at all.” 

Other sources said Seattle’s 
Channels 4 and 7 have been 
the source of many of the 
complaints against unfair 
competition and added FCC 
rules on what U.S. cable 
systmes can carry go back to 
1965. 

The two most important 
sets of FCC rules were issued 
in 1968 and 1972 with the first 
of these saying how many 
channels can be carried by 


cabl# systems in various 
areas. Seattle’s limits were 
the three U.S. network 
stations, two independents 
and any number of 
educational stations. 

Among the 1972 rules was 
one which could black out a 
Canadian signal when U.S. 
and Canadian channels are 
showing the same program 
and another which narrowed 
the definition of an in¬ 
dependent station to the 
possible detriment of 
Canadian channels. 

The result has been that new 
U.S. cable systems may not be 
allowed to carry Canadian 
channels and present systems 
may lose them by the end of 
this decade. 

For example, the 
Bellingham cable system is 
said to carry Channels 2, 6 and 
8 and the Seattle system has 
Channels 2 and 8. But a new 
system across the street from 
either might not be allowed to 
carry the Canadians — and its 
owners naturally would 
protest. 

One broadcaster gave this 
example of what happens 
when the same program is 
shown on Canadian and U.S. 
channels: 

In the U.S., the viewer’s set 
is tuned to a Canadian channel 
which simply goes dark,

forcing the viewer to get up 
and turn the dial to the U.S. 
channel. .In Canada, the 
Canadian signal is on both 
channels so the viewer sees 
his choice and doesn’t have to 
turn the dial to a Canadian 
channel. 

Canadian broadcasters 
agree it would be “unpopular 
politically” to drop U.S. 
channels from Canadian cable 
systems. 

"We’re not' interested in 
taking away channels,” said 
one. “All we say is don’t let 
them come in and take all our 
advertising—Canadian TV 
stations are not interested in 
selling in the U.S. but the 
Americans are interested in 
selling in Canada.” 

Peters also noted The 
Express story spoke of viewer 
popularity of Bellingham’s 
Channel 12 in Victoria and 
Vancouver when ratings for 
Vancouver show Channel 12 is 
third, usually well behind 
Channels 2 and 8. 

He also said Channel 12 does 
not have to follow Canadian 
content regulations “and in no 
way do they have to assume 
social responsibilities—yet 
they freely do business in 
Canada without restraint, a 
role which we unfortunately 
cannot play in Washington 
state.”

Gas crisis 
now over, 
Simon says 


WASHINGTON - The of¬ 
ficial word on the gasoline 
shortage in the U.S. is that it’s 
over. 

But a number of in¬ 
dependent voices are ex¬ 
pressing doubts. 

With the end of the Arab oil 
embargo and the resumption 
of Mic)dle East oil imports, the 
situation has returned to 
“near normal,” according to 
Federal Energy Office head 
William Simon. 

He says Americans will be 
able to take their usual 
summer trips without any 
fear of running out of gas — 
although he warns that prices 
of fuel will be higher. 

But Simon warned that the 
normal flow of gasoline 
depended on “the American 
people continuing to abide by 
normal conservation prac¬ 
tices” and others are much 
more blunt about the doubtful 
state of gas supply. 

A return to consume- 
energy-as-usual policy will 
lead to even more severe 
crises and oil shortages over 
the next few years — and 
staggering balance of 
payments deficits with the 
Middle East, they say. 


Dr. Philip Abelson, editor of 
Science magazine, says the 
financial problems connected 
with purchasing Arab oil is the 
major threat facing the U.S., 
and he calls the government’s 
statements that the country 
can be energy independent by 
1980 “political eyewash.” 

David Freeman, former 
energy adviser to President 
Nixon and director of the Ford 
Foundation's energy policy < 
project, says the U.S. is ap¬ 
proaching “a more perilous 
period than it has just been 
through."

Mobile Recycling Depot 


An immidiate start and 
early completion of a 75-bed 
acute-care wing at Saanich 
Peninsula Hospital was urged 
this week by Saanich council 
in a special resolution to 
Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke. 

Mayor Ed Lum said it was 
“felt this was the fastest way” 
of developing facilities for 
acute-care treatment needed 
urgently in the capital region. 

The move follows a meeting 
last week of the Capital 
Regional District health 
executive which agreed the 75- 
bed addition was the ap¬ 
propriate solution to the 
problem. 


Directors disagreed with a 
confidential report recom¬ 
mending a new hospital be 
constructed in Saanich to 
provide the additional acute- 
care facilities.

Lum said the provincial 
public works department — 
one of the owners of the land in 
the park — had asked for a 
meeting with Saanich to 
discuss the future of the site. 


"The province is probably 
prepared to proceed with - 
development of this area,” he 
said.

Oak Bay hires 
tree surgeon 


Oak Bay is bringing in a 
surgeon to set up a diagnostic 
care program for its trees. 

The initial diagnosis of the 
trees’ ailments is expected to 
C 06 t between $6,000 and $7,000. 

Tree surgeon Michael Gye 
told the parks and recreation 
committee this week he 
estimated it would take 
between 85 cents and $1 to 
assess each tree "just as a 
doctor would a patient.” 

Gye said, excluding un¬ 
developed areas of the 
municipality, there were 7,064 
trees that should be included 
in the program. 

Gye said the city of Victoria 


had a tree-care program in 
which every tree was checked 
every five years. 

The committee will 
recommend money be voted 
by the estimates committee to 
cover the diagnostic part of 
the program, which Gye says 
will take between four and 
five months. 

Mayor Brian Smith 
suggested the provincial 
department of recreation and 
conservation might be in¬ 
terested in helping to finance 
the tree program. 

"After all, we have more 
trees per square acre than 
anywhere else,” he quipped.
